\ the world co come : Yea, who tight and war (many of them) to 
make greater diviſions amongſt us, that ſo they may fiſh the ber- 
ter in our troubled waters. Many of the one party to ſatisfie their 
carnal luſts, plead for the Kings right in pretence, ( but ayming 
atan unlimited power in the King) hoping that a toleration 
would then be granted them to live as they liſt, to dominere, 
{wagger, (wear, ſtrout,and look ſtern over their brethren,becauſe 
of their gay clothes, large revenues,rich coffers,and windy Titles, 
though void of vertue,and as empty of good employment : yea, 
many living upon robbery, and the ſpoil of honeſt men. Theſe 
would haye their old waies of government revived again,or elſe 
they will accept of none at all : although (by that means) Po- 
pery come in again, accompanied with ſeyen deyils worſe than it 
was before this Parliament began : for, by reaſon of 'the affinity 
with Popiſh Tdolaters, they being fruſtrate of their enterpriſes, ) 
we ſhall (too ſoon) ſee them acting as fiery, as Sampſons fiery 
tayled foxes, to ſcortch the true godly Chriſtians. And thus much 
for the one party, chiefly (tor the preſent) that hindreth the ſer- 
ling ofa godly government in the three Kingdoms eſpecially, 
- both in Religion, and in the Civil Rights and Saferies of all men 
therein in general. I call theſe one party,becaule they all ſtick to- 
gether in this way,agreeing like Herod, and Portis Pilate. 

The ſecond Party that hindreth our welfare both in Church 
and State (for the preſent) are the rigid Separatiſts, (for although 
many on both tides be wayward, andtoo ignorant and peeviſh, 
yet the extremes are thoſe that work our miſerf)) theſe are as 
much tco wide on the one hand, as the former are on the other. 
Theſe would have no Goyernment, be it good or bad ; neither 
Superiour nor Inferior ; and herein they differ not onely from 
the ſhaddow-reaſonable, and ſtinging Bees, but are alſo worſe 
herein than the Devils, for they have aſuperiority amongſt them. 

And I am ſure there is a ſuperiority amongſt the Celeſtial 
creztures : for the Scripture telleth us of an Arch-angel , and 
Angch. Seraphins, and Cherubims, &c. And when God choſe 
bim a people out of all the Nations of the cartb;he then _ 


And inthe Adminiſtrations of holy things, there were High-

became National) they had their Nobles alſo. Thus had they 
their Rulers, and their ruled ; their Superiors, and their Inferi- 
ors ; but never were they allowed to be as thoſe which we call 
wild-Iriſb. Afterwards when our Lord Jefus came m the fleth, 
and altered the Adminiſtration of heavenly things, he did not 
ordain a parity amongſt men ; there were Adminfirators of the 
Word and Sacraments (to be ſaccellively, ſo after his going from 
this world (corporally) and after his tvvelve Apoſtles deceaſle,) 
as in Titws, and alfo T im. as when himfelf was on earth,he choſe 
iilterate men, and taught them the myſterie of their ſalvation, 
and enabled them with extraordinary knowledge and under. 


- ſtanding in the ſamre;that they might be able to preach the true 


doctrine of fatvation to others, after his departure, without here- 
ſes or errors. But, after Chriſt was gone from them, they them- 
ſelves ordained the Preachers of the Goſpel ; and becauſe thoſe 
which they ordained to be the Preachers of the Goſpel to others, 
were not ſo eminently infallible;or ſo ſublime in their knowledg 
in the myſtery of God x riſf5asthemſclyes were, and yet 
muſt be the ordainers « Preachers of the Goſpel, therefore 
they had a Directory gizen dr as tle to guide them in the 
proving and chuſing of he Breachers'and Teachers of the Word 
of God to thg people ; Tit.

And for want of a lawful and well regulated ordination, 
many (amongſt many forts of people amongſt usin theſe our 
daics) do moſt fearfully miſcarry, .in matters both of doRtine, 
manner of divine worthip,and Charch-government, and alſo in 
the Civil State. Theretore theſe things being thus out of order, 
you are to.cleave cloſe to the fundamental Truths of our true 
Religion, until the Lord be pleaſed to remedy it at his pleaſure. 
In the mean time, you are to prayto him for amendment in the 
ſame, and to uſe all lawful means to procure it in-your ſeveral vo-

more part of this 'Covenant; isan eſſential or ſubſtantial part of 


the Word and Will of God, for our faith' and obedience ; and 
therefore, that muſt not be diſpenſed with, by any man nor An- 
gels : And therefore the Apoſtles anſwer muſt be ours : that is, 
Ye waſt obey God rather than man. And thus much for the eſſen- 


ral part of it. - 

Secondly, for the other part of it, which is for conveniency,and 
our wel-being in the true Religion, both for our temporary,and' 
tor our everlaſting good , it is alſo as neceſlary to youve US 11

30. to the end, doth appear,- 
and in verſ. 13. you may ſee what kind of vows ſome of thoſe were, 
that they had liberty to make ; but none had power to break thoſe 
yows.,but the husband of the wife, and the father of his virgin daugh- 
ters, Neither might one man break the vow of another ; ncither 
had thoſe in authority, as their Elders, any power to break vr hinder 
them from performing thoſe vows, made by either private men, or 
wives, or daughters.

authority, though private men made them. Much leſs when divcrs 
men in authority, and others with them, have made vo-vs and coye- 
nants, both to God, and to each other allo, ofthings of a higher na- 
ture, commanded, and commend:d by God more ſpecially, ſuch as 
National yow: are, of things more n<ceſlary to fit us for the glory of 
God,and the falvatian of the ſouls and bodies of the men of three or 
more Kingdoms. | | 
And if {ach a League a5 was made by the Elders of Tiracl with the 
Gib:onites, thoſe heathen people, and ſuch as were by Gods ſpecial 
command to be deſtroyed, was to be kept and performed , rzough 
they wreſted it from the Elders of Iſrael through guil, for if 7o/514 
and the Elders had not bin deceived by them, the litaelites fin hercin 
had bin very great,in making this c »venant with them,f-r it would 
_ then have bin a wilful fin, and perhaps, if it had not bin concerning 
the Civil State onely, (for it was but to live jn the land with them ) 
it might, or would have bin broken by Gods ſpecial command, ſ-e- 
ing thoſe Gibeonites did work deceitfully in the obtaining of itby a

Thirdly, if they never did, nor never will take it, yet they are:

And this you may ſce in that league made by the Elders of 'If- 
rael with thoſe Gibeonites ; for thoſe Elders only did make that oath 
league, the common people did not ſwear tothem,and yet they were 
to ftand to it, and might not break it, as in that chapter you may ſee, 
218, Joſh. 9. and God did ſorely plague the breach of that oarh-co- 
venant afterwards, as you may fee in 2 Sam. 21. by a tamine in all the 
land: And thoſe that took it againſt their wills{as they ſay)are bound 
to ſtand to it, as thoſe that wo + it not.

Therefore in the conſideration of all theſe things, and of all the: 
miſchiefs, laughters, and ſoul-damnings, by reaſon of our Schiſma- 
tical diviſions, and carnal licentiouſnes amongſt our ſelyes, againſt 
this Covenant ? it is high time for us all, orif all will nor, yet for the 
more moderate party on both ſides, to joyn together in it ; that God 
may joyn his favour to us.
